The portrait, Mr. Mellon said, 
would be on the $25 denomination of 
the new issue, which is to be a part 
of a unified Government savings plan 
being worked out by the Treasury 
and the postal savings system. It 
was regarded as particularly appro- 
priate, he added, that the Roosevelt 
portrait should appear ‘‘on the de- 
nomination which will be the most 
available to the general public.’’

The wage reduction has been au- 
thorized by a Federal Board provided 
for in the Transportation act. 

The matters concerning tne wage re- 
duction naving been investigated by 
the United States Railroad Labor 
Board, and the findings of the board 
having been made in Decision No. 147 
and addenda thereto, our members, 
employes of the various railroads are, 
we understand, free to leave the 
vice of the several carriers if 
decide. 

The proposition‘ which confronts our 
members and others carries with it 
an attempt to reverse tne decision of 
the United Stat Railroad Labor 
Board on the e reduction now in 
effect since Ju 1, 1921. or else per- 
suade or compel the railroad compa- 
nies to re-institute wage rates that 
the United Strtes Railroad Labor 
Board decided, should be reduced.

Result of the Ballot.

“Asp a result of that ballot more than 
88 per cent. of the membership of the 
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organization I represent and those | 
our class who did not belong to the or- 
ganization, but were voted with ae | 
membership, voted in favor of leaving } 
the service rather than continue in the!

“The circular then issued was more 
for the purpose of reaching our com- 
mitteemen than for any other purpose, 
Knowing that under our law the com- 
mittee had the final vote as to the ap- 
proval or disapproval of the action of 
our membership on every line. 

‘On some four or five lines, one 
larg: one, the others small, we did not 
secure the 66 2-3 per cent. that we heid 
was necessary to secure in order to 
authorize a peaceful withdrawal from 
the service. But, taking the entire vote 
of all the roads, the vote was in excess 
of S88 per cent., even though the ballot 
was written in the form just referred to, 
and even though Special Circular 145 | 
had been referred to the committeemen | 
and the Ilcdges, and whicn became public 
property and was published by the train- 
men on Oct. 1. 

“Following the iaw of the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen, it then be- 
came necessary, when those ballots were 
canvassed, to carry out the law, which 
was done in this manner: 

“A communication was personally de- 
livered to the salaried Chairmen of this 
organization, some fifty-seven in num- 
ber, who met in this city Sept. 26, 27 
and 28 for the purpose of canvassing the 
vote and wherever 66 2-3 per cent. of 
the members on a line had voted in favor 
of leaving the service rather than con- 
tinue under the rates established in 
Decision 147. This communication was 
personally signed by me and given to 
each General Chairman.”’ 

Mr. Lee here quoted a notice, issued 
to the genera! chairmen, requesting 
them to summon their committees an 
send him authority to declare a strike 
if it became necessary.

Mr. Lee remarked at this point: ‘‘ Un- 
derstand, I have no authority to order 
a strike. I have only the authority of 
vetolng it when it comes to me, or ap- 
proving it.’’ 


Explanation to Other Unions. 


Later Mr. Lee addressed a communi- 
cation to the heads of the other 
brotherhoods, This read in part: 

““The vote of our membership on all 
roaus affec.ed by such reductions (of pay) 
and reports filed with ime show In excess 
of 83 per cent. of the entire membership 
on all roads voting being in favor of 
withdrawing from the service of their 
employer rather than continuing longer 
under the reduced rates of pay estab- 
lished by decision No. 147 and addenda 
thereto (the Pennsylvantfa Rallroad lines 
east, and two or three small roads failed 
to get the necessary two-thirds vot@ in 
favor of a strike). 

“The General Chairman, however,” 
said Mr. Lee, ‘‘ adopted the following: 

We further request that our member- 
ship on this railroad be authorized to 
withdraw from the service on the same 
day and hour that the membership of 
either the O. R. C., B. of L. E. or B. of 

L. F. and E. on this road is authorized 
to stop work, 2s a result of vote taken

Mr. Lee further explained his differ- 
ence with the other union executives as 
to the form of ballot by quoting from 
this Special Circular No. 145 of Sept. 12, 
1921.

been forced by mediation, arbitration, 
strikes or lockouts to accept re- 
duced rates of ‘pay during the past 
year. 
. ( ) The United States Railroad Ad- 
ministration based, in part at least, 
the increased rates given railroad em- 
ployes on the increased cost of living 
as the result of war cond'tions. 

(5) The Government reports indicate 
a reduction of more than 16 per cent. 
in the cost of living since Decision No. 
2, of July 1, 1920, was issued.

‘ Answer—The railroads in this terri- 
tory cannot agree to take action. The 
rates of pay then in effect have been 
superseded by tho3e promulgated by the 
United States Railroad Labor Bo in 
Decision 147, effective duly 1, 1921, In 
their duty to the public as imposed upon 
them by the Transportation act of 1920, 
which is the law governing the entire 
subject, the railroads must perforce ‘put 
into effect and maintain decreases in 
wages just as they recognize the author- 
ity of the board in giving increases such 
as were granted by Decision 2, which 
increased the rate of pay of railroad 
employes of the country approximately 
$600,000,000 per annum. 

“ Question 2—If all demands for fur- 
ther decreases will be withdrawn? 

* Answer—This committee has no 
knowledge as to how many failroads 
have made request for further deereases 
but there is a demand on the part of the 
;}public for reductions in freight and 
| passenger rates, and such _ reductions 
cannot be made under the present labor 
cost. There is no assurance that the cost 
of living will not be decreased within 
| the next few months, and for the rail- 
‘roads to take the position that there 
would be no request for decrease in 
wages, presented in lawful and orderly 
manner to the board, there could be no 
justification. A proper regard for the 
public intetrest in the operation of the 
railroads does not permit the officers of 
the railroads to give assurances that 
such demands for further decreases as 
have been made will be withdrawn. , 

‘* Question 3—If all demands for the

Our position is that there is no such 
dispute. The railroads simply had re- 
peated to them the previous request of 
the train service organizations that the 
wage reduction of July 1 should not be 
put into effect so far as it concerned 
them; that all requests before your 
board for further reductions in wages 
should be withdrawn, and that the 
railroads should give up their undoubted 
right—in our belief their unquestioned 
duty to the public—to seek relief from 
onerous payment of punitive overtime. 

So far as the Order of Railway Teleg- 
raphers is concerned, they were not 
parties to the meeting of Oct. 14. 

That, sir, is our position, stated as 
briefly and concisely as we can state it. 

Mr. Hooper—Mr. Cuyler, appearing as 
the representative of all the carriers 
that are involved in this hearing, as I

West Virginia Engineer Tells Sen- 
ate Committee Many Won't Re- 
enter Contracts With Unions. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The decision 
of many West Virginia mine operators 
to refuse next Spring to re-enter into 
wage contracts with their employes’ 
unions was announced today to the 
Senate Committee investigating condi- 
tions In the West Virginia fields. The 
statement was made by Ernest M. Mer- 
reli, a Charleston mining engineer and 
operator, who said that ‘‘a concerted 
move’? was under way to fight the

Mr. Schulte declared that the familiar 
Schulte Cigar Stores would not lose their 
identity, wnether or not the negotiations 
are completed, and that he expects to 
remain in-the retail cigar business as 
the head of the company. He recalled 
the fact yesterday that such negotiations 
have been proposed several times be- 
fore. ‘‘ I have never sold a single share 
of my stock,’’ he said... The corporation 
paid a 50 per cent. dividend in common 
stock in August of 1920, and one of 20 
per cent. in July of 1921. 

The growth of the chain store idea in 
selling cigars has been one of the amaz- 
ing developments of the industry. Mr. 
Schulte recalled yesterday that the 
Schulte chain of stores was started with 
a single small establishment in the old 
French Hotel, located on the present site 
of the World Building in 1833. The 
chain grew rapidly once it started, and 
was forged link by link into a com- 

lete retail system throughout the East. 

he United Cigar Stores grew from sim- 
ilar small beginnings, with this differ- 
ence, that the Whelan-Duke chain was 
formed by the purchase of existing 
cigar stores in favorably located sec- 
tions. while it was the policy of the 
Schulte stores to expand by the opening 
of new branches from time to time as 
advantageous locations were secured.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—In his 
Speech at Birmingham, Ala., today 
President Harding confirmed the belief

Policy was expressed by the President, 
when he said today: 

“I plead with my own political party 
to lay aside every program that looks 
to lining up the black man as a mere 
political adjunct.’ 

For some time it has been well under- 
@tood in inner Republican circle that 
President Harding was entirely sym- 
pathetic with an effort to reorganize 
the party in the South so as to elimi- 
mate the objection of so many white 
people that it encouraged the negro to 
have hopes of social equality and to be- 
lieve that he was a strong group factor 
tm American politics. Initial steps to- 
ward curtailing the tendency among Re- 
publican politicians, white and black, 
mm certain Southern States, to use their 
political organizations merely for the 
purpose of obtaining political offices in 
the Federal Administration were taken 
meveral years azo in cutting down rep- 
resentation from the South in Repub- 
lican National Conventions, and later 
on there was a still further curtailment, 
based on the number of votes cast for 
fhe Republican ticket in each Congres- 
sional district. Since the inauguration 
of President Harding the Republican 
Wational Committee has been engaged 
in an experiment designed to reorgaize 
the party in the South, and it was un- 
derstood that the President had given 
ft his ondorsement. Today’s speech of 
the President at Birmingham is taken 
here as his official public sanction of 
the National Committee’s course. 

The experiment is now being tried tn 
Georgia, where a heavy Republican vote 
was cast for the Harding anJ Coolidge 
electors.

‘Racial amaigamation there cannot 
be. Partnership of the races in devel- 
oping the highest aims of all humanity 
there must be if humanity is to achieve 
the ends which we have set for it. The 
black man should seek to be, and he 
should be encouraged to he, tho best 
possible black man and not the best pos- 
sible Imitation of a white man. 

“The World War brought us to full 
| recognition that the race problem is na- 
tional rather than merely sectional. 
There are no authentic statistics, but it 
1 is common knowledge that the World 

War was marked by a great migration 

of colored people to the North and 
| West. They were attracted by the de- 
| mand fer labor and the higher wages 

offered. It has brought the question 
of race closer to North and West, and, 
{I believe, it has served to modify some- 
what the views of those sections on this 
i question. It has made the South real- 
ize its industrial dependence on the 
labor of the black man and made the 
| North realize the difficulties of the com- 


| munity in which two greatly differing 


; races are brought to live side by side. 

I should say that it has been responsi- 
ble for a larger charity on both sides, 
@ beginning of better understanding; 
and in the light of that better under- 
Standing perhaps we shall be able to 
consider this problem together as a 
problem of all sections and of both 
races, in whose solution the best intel- 
j ligence of both must be enlisted. 


{ Says Race Issue Confronts World. 


““Indeed, we will be wise to recognize 
!it as wider yet. Whoever will take the 
time to read and ponder Mr. Lothrop 
Stoddard’s book on ‘ The Rising Tide of 
|} Color,’ or, say, the thoughtful review of 
}some recent literature on this question 
which Mr. F. D. Lugard presented in a 
j recent Edinburgh Review, must realize 
| that our race problem here in the United 
States is only a phase of a race issue 
that the whole world confronts. Surely 
;we shall gain nothing by blinking the 
; facts, by refusing to give thought to 
jthem. That is not the American way 
of approaching such issues. 

“Mr. Lugard, in his reecnt essay, 
after surveying the world’s problem of 
races, concludes thus: 

‘* Here, then, is the true conception of 
| the interrelation of color—complete uni- 

formity in ideals, absolute equality in 
the paths of knowledge and culture, 
equal ofportunity for those who strive, 
| equal admiration for those who achieve ; 
in matters social and racial a separate 
path, each pursuing his own inherited 
traditions, preserving his own race 
purity, and race pride; equality in 
things spiritual; agreed divergence in 
ithe physical and material. 

‘Here, it has seemed to me, is —?- 
gestion of the true way out. Politically 
and economically there need be no occa- 
sion for great and permanent differen- 
tiation, for limitations of the individ- 
ual’s opportunity, provided that on both 
sides there shall be recognition of the 

| absolute divergence in things social and 
racial. When I suggest the possibility 
of economic equality between the races, 
I mean it in precisely the same way and 
to the same extent that I would mean it 
if I spoke of equality of economic op- 
portunity as between members of the 
same race. In each case I would mean 
equality proportioned to the honest ca- 
pacities and deserts of the individual. 

‘““Men of both races may well stand 
uncompromisingly against every sugges- 
tion of social equality. Indeed, it would 
be helpful to have that word ‘ equality’ 
eliminated from this consideration; to 
have it accepted on both sides that this 
is not a question of social equality, but 
a question of recognizing a fundamental, 
eternal and inescapable difference. We 
‘hall have made real progress when we 
develop an attitude in the public and 
community thought of both races which 
recognizes this difference. 

I would 
say let the black man vote when he is 
prohibit the white man vot- 
ing when he is unfit to vote. Especially 
would I appeal to the self-respect of the 
colored race. I would inculcate im it 
the wish to improve itself as a distinct 
race, with a heredity, a set of traditions. 
an array of aspirations all its own. Out 
of such racial ambitions and pride will 
come natural segregations, without 


the} narrowing and rights. such as are pro- 
world for the splendid interpretation you 
have given of the race problem {fn your| 


eceding in both rural and urbar com- 
munities now in Southern States, satis- 
fying natural inclinations and adding 


| notably to happiness and contentment. 


“On the other hand I wold insist 
upon equal educational opportunity for 
both. This does not mean that both 
would become equally educated within a 
generation or two generations or ten 
generations. Even men of the same race 
do not accomplish such an equality as 
that. There must be such education among 
the colored people as will enable them 
to develop their own leaders, capable of 
understanding and sympathizing with 
such a differ@ntiation between the races 
as I have suggested—leaders who will 
inspire the race with proper ideals of 
race pride, of national pride, of an 
honorable destiny; and important par- 
in the universal effort for 
advancement of humanity as a whole. 
Racial amalgamation there cannot be. 
Partnership of the races in developing 
the highest aims of all humanity there 
raust be if humanity, not only here but 
everywhere, is to achieve the ends 
which we have get for it. 

“Boe the Best Possible Black Man.” 

‘“‘T can say to you people of the South, 
both white and black, that the time has 
passed when you are entitled to assume 
that this problem ef races is peculiarly 


\ 
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and particularly your problem. More 
and more it is becoming a problem of 
the North; more and more it is the prob- 
lem of Africa, of South America, of the 
Pacific, of the South Seas, of the world. 
It is e problem of democracy every- 
where, if we mean the things we say 
— democracy as the ideal political 
state. 

“The one thing we must sedulously 
avoid is the development of group and 
class organizations in~ this country. 
There has been time when we heard too 
much about the labor vote, the business 
vote, the Ir‘sh vote, the Scandinavian 
vote, the Italian vote, and so’ on. But 
the demagogues who would array class 
against class and group against group 
have fortunately found Httle to reward | 
their efforts. That is because, despite 
the demagogues, the idea of our oneness 
as Americans has risen superior to every 
appeal to mere class and group. And 
f£0 I would wish it might be in this 
matter of our national problem of races. | 
I would accept that a black man cannot 
be a white man, and that he does not 
need and should not aspire to be as 
much like a white man as possible in 
order to accomplish the best that is 
possible for him. He should seek to be, 
and he should be encouraged to be, the 
best possible black man, and not the best 
possible imitation of a white man. 

‘“‘It is a matter of the keenest na- 
tional concern that the South shall not ; 
be encouraged to make its colored popu- 
lation a vast reservoir of ignorance, to i 
be drained away by the processes of | 
migration into all other sections. That 
is what has been going on in recent 
years at a rate so accentuated that it 
has caused this question of races to be, | 
as I have already said, no longer one: 
ot a particular section. Just as I do not 
wish the South to be politically entirely ; 
one party; just as I believe that {fs bad | 
for the South, and for the rest of the | 
country as well, so I do not want the 
colored people to be entirely of one 
party. I wish that both the tradition of 
a solidly Democratic South and the tra- 
dition of a .solidly Republican black | 
race might be broken up. Neither po-. 
litical sectionalism nor any system of 
rigid groupings of the people will in the 
long run prosper our country. 

‘With such convictions one must urge 
the people of the South to take advan- | 
tage of their superior understanding of | 
this problem and to assume an attitude 
toward it that will deserve the confi- 
dence of the colored peop'’e. Likewise, 
1 plead with my own political party to 
lay aside every program that looks to 
lining up the black man as a mere Ppo- 
tical adjunct. Let there be an end of} 
prejudice and of demagogy in this line. 
Let the South understand the menace | 
which Hes in forcing upon the black | 
1ace an attitude of political solidarity. 

‘* Every consideration, it seems to mie, 
brings us back at last to the question 
of education. ‘When I speak of ggg 
tion as a part of this race question, I 
do not want the Statea or the nation 
to attempt to educate ocr. whether 
white or black, into something they are 
not fitted to be. I have no sympathy | 
with the half-baked altruism that would 
overstock us with doctors and lawyers, 
of whatever color, and leave us in need 
of people fit and willing to do the man- 
ual work of a workaday world. But I 
would like to see an education that 
would fit every man not only to do his 
particular work as well as possible but 
to rise to a higher plane if he would 
deserve it. For that sort of education 
I have no fears, whether it be given to 
a black man or a white man. From that 
sort of education, [ believe, black men, 
white men, the whole nation, would 
draw immeasurable benefit. 


fees Competition for Black Man. 


“It is probable that as a nation we 


have come to the end of the period .of 
very rapid increase in our population. 
Restricted immigration will reduce the 
rate of increase, and force us back upon 
our older poputation to find people to 


@o the simpier, physically harder man- 
ual tasks. This will require some diffi- 
cult readjustments. 

‘‘In anticipation of such a condition 
the South may well recognize that the 
North and West are likely to continue 
their drafts upon its colored population, 
and that if the South wishes to keep 
its fields producing and its industry still 
expanding it will have to compete for 
the services of the colored man. If it 
will realizes its need for him and deal 
quite fairly with him, the South will be 
able to keep him in such numbers as 
your activities make desirable. 

“Tg it not possible, then, that in the 
long era of readjustment upon which 
we are entering, for the nation to lay 
aside old prejudices and old antago- 
nisms, and in the broad, clear light of 
nationalism enter upon a constructive 
policy dealing with these intricate 
issues? Just as we shall prove our- 
selves capable of doing this we shall 
{nsure the industrial progress, the agri- 
cultural security, the social and political 
safety of our whole country, regardless 
of race or sections, and along the lines 
of ideals superior to every considera- 
tion of groups or class, of race or color 
or section or prejudices.” 

When the speech was ended, Governor 
Kilby was one of the first to shake the 
President’s hand. He was followed by 
scores of other prominent citizens. If 
any in the great throng resented what 
the President had said none indicated 
it by their remarks. As a matter of 
fact, THE Trées correspondent has not 
met a Birmingham citizen who has ex- 
pressed disapproval of the President’s 
views. 

There are many who do not agree with 
him as to political equality, but what he 
said about the impossibility of ‘‘ social 
equality ’’ more than offset anything he 
said on other lines. The warmth and 
enthusiasm of the demonstration that 
followed his every i.ppearance during 
the afternoon and night proved this. 


All Birmingham Greets Harding. 


Birmingham gave to President Hard- 
ing the greatest reception, according to 
old-time citizens, ever acoorded any man 
in the history of this fifty-year-old steel 
and iron centre of the South. From the 


moment his special train rolled into the 
terminal atation at 8:45 o'clock this 
morning until he returned to that train 
late tonight, the President was the re- 
cipient of one great ovation after an- 
other. The authorities estimate that 
more than 100.000 persons joined in the 
series of vociferous tributes that were 
paid to the President on his public ap- 
pearances. j 

The President himself said no warmer | 
welcome had been given him in any part! 
of America, while Secretary Weeks and | 
Secretary Fall called it the greatest and | 
most enthusiastic reception the President | 
had received since he entered the White | 
House. Birmingham has 180,000 people | 
within {ts limits, and apparently all the | 
residents were out to greet the Presi- 
dent.

| was provided for, and before he left for 


E 


Atlanta tonight he had made seven 
speeches, beginning with one to the 
sixty-seven girls who had been voted 
the best looking tn Alabama, and ending 
with a short farewell! talk at the Coun- 
try Club tonight. At all of these gath- 
erings the President expressed his own 
and Mrs. Harding's deep appreciation of 
all the kindnesses shown to them by the 
people of. Birmingham. He told the 
members of the Legislature, who came 
in a body and by special train to greet 
him, that his love for Alabama and Flor- 
ida and Mississipp! was every bit as 
deep and sincere as was the affection 
he had for his own State of Ohio and for 
New York and Illinois. 

The city was garbed in Its gayest to 
welcome the President. Every street 
was a mass of color and at every corner 
and in the centre of every block there 
was displayed the President's picture. 
It was the big day of the week’s celebra- 
tion of the semi-centennial of a city that 
only fifty years ago was a country post 
office and whose inhabitants then were 
aumbered by the score instead of in the 
thousands as now, a town that in a 
brief span of half a century has grown 
from a hamlet of a few log cabins to a 
city of skyscrapers, beautiful homes, 
iron and steel smelters and factories. 

When the President emerged from the 
railway station he faced a sea of Ameri- 
can flags in the hands ‘of Birmingham’s 
thousands of school children, and as his 
automobile slowly procéeded to the spot 
where he was to receive the cfficial wel- 
come of the city and State the wheels 
of his automobile traversed streets 
strewn with flowers, while from side- 
walks and from windows thousands 
cheered.

After a brief rest at his hotel, the 
President headed a parade throvgh the 
principal streets of the city, a parade 
that was witnessed and cheered, so say 
the old timers, by the greatest throng 
that ever gathered in this part of the 
South. The people threw flowers into 
the President's car as it passed by and 
Mr. Harding, tiring of raising his hat, 
stood up and waved without stopping. 

After leading the parade through the 
city the President proceeded to the bal- 
tony of the Hotel Tutwiler to review 
marchers.

Swedish Reds Protest to America. 
STOCKHOLM, Oct. 26.—Resolut'ons 
registering the ‘‘ strongest protest 
against the attempted murder of our 


comrades Nicolo Sacco and Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti,’’ passed at a meeting of syndi- 
ealists here, have ben forwarded to Ira 
Nelson Morris, American Minister ta 
Sweden, by the Swedish Communist 
Party. The resolution declared convic- 
tion in the innocence of the two men 
and demanded their release. The Syn- 
dicalist Executive Committee was in- 
structed to confer with the Government 
for the purpose of asking it to inter- 
vene immediately for the release of sev- 
eral Swedish citizens under conviction 
by the United States courts. 


Reds Hold Meeting In Brussels. 

BRUSSELS, Oct. 26.—Communists held 
a meeting here today in protest against 
the conviction of Nicolo Sacco and Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti. Most of the speakers 
deprecated the use of violence by the 
communists, declaring that untoward in- 
eidents would only harm their cause. 
Two strong forces of police which had 
been mobilized to prevent a possible 
demonstration before the American Em- 
bassy scattered the communists as they 
meeting hall.

‘“*I have been told that about four- 
fifths of the Repub,ican membership of 
the House will vote for the resoiution,”’ 
he statea. ‘‘I do not know what per- 
centage of the Democrats will give it 
their support. Democratic members of 
the House were the first to bring to my 
attention the general dumand of House 
members that there should be House 
action and that Blanton should be pun- 
ished. I have been toid that a number 
of Democratic members now desire that 
the punishment shall net be so drastic 
as expulsion, but I do not Know. I 
am determined that the House shall be 
called upon to vote squareiy on the 
issue.’’ 

Mr. Blanton appeared on the floor of 
the House late this afternoon after his 
return from Whee » WW. Va., where 
last night he delivered an address. He 
was received coldly by the members 
present. Twice he attempted to break 
into the discussions, but neither Speaker 
Gillett nor Representative P. P. Camp- 
bell, who presided temporarily, would 
recognize him. Later word was passed 
to the floor leaders that Blanton would 
not be given an opportunity to speak to 
the House until he made his defense to- 
morrow. 

Throughout the day a number of lead- 
ing Democrats sought to find some way 
out of the situation that would save 
Blanton from being expelled from the 
House or from a degrading censure. 
They were not acting as friends of 
Blanton, they explained, but as party 
men desirous of keeping a stigma off 
their party representative. 

It was suggested to Republican lead- 
ers that suspension or a stiff censure 
and rebuke by Speaker Gillett might be 
substituted for the expulsion resolution. 
The suggestion fell upon deaf ears. The 
Republican leaders had determined to 
go the limit. 

he Democratic Representatives from 
Texas are wrought up greatly over the 
situation.

tion there disclosed that the four bags 
held 42,000 grains of narcotic in 167 car- 
tons, 62 large bottles and 352 small bot- 
tles. Drug vendors in disposing of the 
drug, explained Commissioner‘ Simon, 
crushed the tablets, added milk, chalk

PLAN MORAL HAZARD| 
FOR AUTO OWNERS 


Insurance Companies Study) 
Means to Decrease Losses 
Due to Thefts. 


EXPECT 3,500 IN 1921 


New Policy Would Also Lower 
Rates Kept High by Care- 
less Automobilists. 


| 

Increasing thefts of motor vehicles 
and the heavy losses thereby suffered | 
by. insurance companies were discussed 
yesterday at a meeting of the Eastern} 
Automobile Unlerwriters’ Conference, | 
held at 123 William Street. Representa- | 
tives from most of the large automo- 
bile’ insurance companies attended. | 
Chief interest in the meeting centred in| 
a plan submitted which would place a} 
‘passive moral hazard’’ upon every | 
motor-car owner insured for loss against | 
fire and theft. | 

No action was taken-on this proposed | 
new policy, the merits of which have 
been discussed in insurance circles for | 
some time. It is understood that the} 
meeting considered it best to defer defi- | 
nite action until the problem of lessen-| 
ing the hazard of losses by thefts could} 
be studied more thoroughly. 

The plan considered was virtually a 
modification of the customary partial | 
valuation policy, which is practically 
the only form of motor car insurance 
written today by the large companies. 
Increased losses led to the virtual aban- 
donment of the full valuation policy 
about three months ago. Under the ex-| 
isting partial or non-valuation policy the | 
owner pays a2 lower premium than 
charged for the full valuation policy, | 
but in case of accident or loss he re- 
ceives the appraised value of the car, 
if wholly lost, or indemnity for that 
portion of it damaged, at the time of the 
accident or loss. __ 

The new plan discussed retained the} 
same general principles, but was also, 





directed toward meeting the demand for 
lower ‘insurance rates. Roughly, it pro- 
vided that the owner consent to stana 
about 25 per cent. of his loss in return 
for a reduction of 30 to 35 per cent. in 
insurance rates. This method would 
place a substantial moral hazard upon 
the car owner und, it was felt, would 
also place a premium upon individual 
care. While about 75 per cent. of motor 
car owners are classed as careful, the 
existing high rates, it has been said, 
are due in a considerable measure to 
carelessness by the other 25 per cent. 
The plan will probably come before the 
underwriters again, and some modifica- 
tion of the existing method is likely to 


| be adopted before the close of the yea™. 


The insurance companies belleve that 
the total number of motor vehicles 
stolen or mysteriously disappearing in 


| 1921 will total 3,500, valued at $7,500,000. 


That ¢igure is based upon the average 
number of thefts up to the present time, 
which is about 800 cars a month, al- 
though the number for September, ac- 
cording to reports at Police Headquar- 
ters, was considerably higher. 

The requirement of insurance compa- 
nies that cars be equipped with ap- 
proved locks, thereby qualifying owners 
for lower insurance rates, has not re- 
sulted in complete satisfaction, it was 
stated.

For in- 
stance, in investigating why one con- 
testant had grown fat instead of thin, 
the Commissioner found she had sup- 
plemented one week's training by tak- 
ing a whole box of obesity pills. 

Some of the fat women asked Dr. 
Copeland to let them eat figs and dates. 
He refused. 

Sarah Mell, who was near the top of 
the class had to move down two places. 
She gained two and one-half pounds 
between Monday and Tuesday. She is 
i said to have confessed to Mrs. Elsie 
Thomson, the supervising nurse, that 
she ate a pound of nuts on Sunday. The 
; head of the class now is Sarah Strong, 
who lost 16% pownds in the ten days 
} of diet and exercise. She weighed in at 
| 281 pounds. The reports show that 
| Rose Lowell lost five pounds in 24 
hours up to last night. 

Dr. Copeland said a good many had 
asked about the diet, saying there was 
|} too much on the menus. - He said care- 
ful study would show that while the

up of proteins, and proteins did not 
make fat.

Dinner—Clear soup; chicken (roasted 
or broiled) do not eat skin; spinach, 
baked onions, and celery; two bran 
muffins, no butter; cottage cheese; tea 
or coffee with skimmed milk if desired, 
but no sugar.

Richmond, Va., October 25, 1921. 
To the Employes of The Chesapeake and Ohio Railways 


The daily press contains the information that certain 
classes of our employes have determined to strike at some 
date in the very near future. The Company’s officers have 
received no notice from the employes affected. Such a method 
is so entirely unusual and contrary to the customs and prac- 
tices hitherto prevailing that we find it hard to credit the in- 
formation, yet it seems to be so authoritatively and openly 
and plainly discussed by the labor leaders that there is little 
room for doubt that such an intentiop exists on the part of 
those directing the plans. 

The beginning of the chapter of events now culminating 
dates to the period prior to February 29th, 1920, when Gov- 
ernment control of the railroad properties ceased. At that 
time it will be remembered there was a request for an increase 
in wages pending before the Railroad Administration, which 
it declined, however, to grant, because it felt in that instance 
it should not make an increase in wages which would affect 
the future of the properties after Government control had ex- 
pired. The Transportation Act provided for a method of 
handling such disputes and these provisions of the act were 
immediately invéked in behalf of the men affected. Hearings 
were held and on July 20th, 1920, certain increases in wages, 
amounting to about 22%, were allowed, retroactive to May Ist, 
1920. The Labor Board announced at that time that working 
conditions would be taken up later. 

Effective August 26th, 1920, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission made increases in the rates of the railroads for 
the purpose of comply!ag with the requirements of the Trans- 
portation Act. The iacreased wages granted on July 20th 
were taken into consideration in arriving at these rates. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission made an earnest effort to 
reach a fair and proper conclusion as to the increases thus 
granted and if the volume of business had been maintained, 
their calculations would undoubtedly have materialized. Be- 
ginning with January, 1921, however, the revenues of this 
railroad precipitately declined, so much so that the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Railway did not earn its operating expenses 
in February. In this state of affairs, which seemed to bid fair 
to be permanent, the Company was compelled to take some 
action to meet the situation. It was shown by statistics from 
reliable sources, other than railroad, that the increase in cost 
of living since the pre-war period had been about seventy- 
five per cent, whereas the increase in wages was one hundred 
and twenty-seven per cent during the same period. It seemed, 
therefore, that employes’ wages should in fairness come down 
to in some measure meet the situation above referred to. As 
a.further measure in meeting the situation the Company’s 
dividend, due June 30th, 1921, was deferred. In other words, 
a stockholder forfeited the entire income he held at stake. The 
question of a reduction in wages was then presented in due 
form and in the prescribed method to the United States Rail- 


road Labor Board, provided for in the Transportation Act. 





The Board gave exhaustive consideration to the case. Num- 
erous hearings were held, at which every one interested was 
heard. A decision was reached, effective July 1st, 1921, mak- 
ing certain reductions as the result of this investigation. 

This railroad accepted and put into effect in good faith 
the increases granted the employes in July, 1920.

in the case of Decision No. 2, issued July, 1920. 

Persistent effort has recently been made’en the part of 
shippers and others to bring about a reduction in freight’ ' 
rates. The railroads have canvassed this situation and de- 
termined conciusively themselves that such reduction can only: 
come from reduction in expenses. Any othér method can only 
produce disastrous results insofar as most railroads are con- 
cerned, which results will also be disastrous to the employes of 
the railroads. The stock argument is that the volume of 
business will be so increased by the lowering of rates that the 
relief for the roads will come from such increased business. 
The railroads are convinced, after exhaustive investigation, 
that the volume cannot so increase, because the present situa- 
tion is the result of readjustment due to the war and repre- 
sents lessening in business caused by that readjustment, and 
not by freight rates. Surely the railroads could be expected 
to take the action of lowering freight rates if they felt that 
such additional business could be so produced, as it would be 
a good business proposition to do so. This does not mean 
that no rates should be lowered; on the contrary, there have 
been many rates lowered, and there will be more as time goes 
on which it will be found necessary to lower on account of 
their effect in stagnating business, but they must all be in- 
vestigated and assurance had that they are really necessary 
and advisable and will produce the desired results. 

This is all put before you so that you may realize, first, the 
persistent effort that is being made to reduce freight rates ;: 
and, second, that you may understand that the principal way 
to obtain the low rates that the people demand is~by reducing 
our expenses, and the wage part of our expenses can only be 
reduced after orderly procedure before the constituted body. 


I am sure the facts stated herein are true and the opin- 
ions given are based on my best knowledge and belief. If this 
is so, it would seem that they show good reasons on your part 
for hesitating before taking the important step of severing 
your connection with the Company, which a strike entails. I 
am all the more concerned at the development of this situa- 
tion because of its possible interference with plans which I 
have formed looking towards mutual benefit, to be brought 
about by a closer affiliation between you and your Company, 
which I hau expected to base upon a strong foundation of 
mutual confidence and esteem. I believe that the future of 
the railroads lies in this closer union between employe and 
employer, and I had confidently counted upon achieving re- 
sults in every way disproportionate to the effort required to 
produce such a desirable status. I ask fou, therefore, to se- 
riously ponder over the situation and weigh well your action 
before coming to a conclusion. When you have so considered 
it I feel that your mature judgment will reach the conclusion 
that a strike along such lines is absolutely untenable and can- 
not possibly be the means of benefit to those involved. It is 
hard to contemplate that men possessed of the character of 
the men working for the Chesapeake and Ohio Railway, many 
of whom have spent long years in its service, will not feel 
that loyalty impels them to decline to join in such an issue, 
particularly because of-the fact that readjustment must come, 
and all must share in that readjustment, including employes, 
officers, stockholders and every one participating in the man- 
agement and operation of the Company. 

Of course if our men leave the service we must comply 
with the legal duty which resets upon us of operating the prope 
erty, in order that the public may be served.

BUILDING MEETS THE LAW) 


Commissioner Says Only Tenement

The body of the young woman who 
was burned to death in the studio apart- 
Ment house at 131 West Fifty-eighth 
Street Tuesday night, was identified 
yesterday as that. of Josephine Giles, 
twenty years old, of 231 Hast Fiftieth 
Btreet, according to Chief Medical Ex- 
a@miner Dr. Charles Norris. Torley Du- 
vell, an importer, who occupied, the 
apartment, also lost his life. 

Mrs, Frank Stewart, Miss Giles’s sis- 
ter, said that Mr. Duwell and her sister 
had been engaged for about four years 
and that they had. planned to be mar- 
ried in November. Her sister. and the 
importer went to the theatre together 
Tuesday night, after whith she accom- 
panied Mr. Duwell to-his apartment, 
where they were to have an after- 
theatre supper, she said. 

The building, having four stories with 
shops in the basenfént and on the first 


floor, was not built in violation of the 
laws, despite the fact that it had no 
fire escapes, according to Frederick C. 
Kuehnle of the Bureau of Buildings, 
who made a personal investigation. A 
building, he saic, does nut require fire 
escapes unless it contains fifteen or more 
leeping rooms. The house which was 
furned had about five, he said. 
According to the law, said Frank 
Mann, Tenement House Commissioner, 
a house is not considered a tenement 
unless it contains three or four.families 
living independently of each other and 
doing their cooking in the rooms. Many |

““T have always contended,’’ he as- 
serted, ‘‘ that dwellers in these so-called 
non-housekeeping apartments are in 
more danger than persons living in tene- 
ment houses. Last night's fire bears 
out my contention.”’ 

Inspector Kuehnle said that Duvell 
and Miss Giles probably could have 
their: danger 
in time. The room was on the top floor, 
in the rear. About ten feet below was 
an extension, to which they could easily 
have Groppen. he said. Besides, there 
was a ladder leading to the roof, on 
which the couple might have ascended. 
Inspector Kuehnle said he found no lum- 
ber in the rooms, which it was reported 
had blocked the passage. 

Mrs. S. H. Levison, owner of the 
building, said that Duvell had only re- 
cently renewed his lease for another 
year. She said she had never seen Miss 
Giles before.. In the room were. found 
twelve cases of beads and cheap jewelry. 

The girl's body, said Dr. Norris, was 
positively identifled by the girl’s aunt 
and brother-in-law, and was Yremoved 
from the morgue late in the afternoon.

UNION WAR AMONG

A threat to have unions unaffiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor 
expelled from the Building Trades Coun- 
cll was.made yesterday by John Donlin, 
President of the Building Trades De- 
partment of the A. F. of L., when he 
appeared before the council.

Patrick Crowley, President of the 
council, said that no proposal for a wage 
cut, according to the suggestion of the 
Merchants’ Association to Samuel Un- 
termyer, had been made yet to the coun- 
cil by the Building Trades Employers’ 
Association. 

“ According to the report circulated, it 
| was stated that the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion formally requested Samuel Unter- 
myer, counsel to the Lockwood commit- 
tee, to cut the men’s pay to 90 cents 
an hour,"’ said Mr. Crowley. ‘‘ This may 
be true, but no such thing can happen. 
The Building Trades Employers’ Asso- 
ciation has gone on record as having 
formally notified the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation that they absolutely would not 
submit the question of wages to the 
Lockwood committee.’’ 

The workers, Crowley said, would. not 
accept a cut of even 10 cents a day

Why in the name of hebetude and 
hydrocephaly, of cretinism and of the 
cap and bells, did twenty-four, Demo- 
cratic Senators vote in favor of Mr.

gressional election next year. 
Democrats have hoped that through 
the customary misuse of power by the 
Republicans they might regain con- 
trol of the House, or at least effect 
an exemplary reduction in the Re- 
publican majority.

This is his first 
and greatest issue; and to thoughtful 
men and women it is barren, futile, out 
of date; a worse and a weaker there 
couldn’t be. 

His second issue ‘is the question 
** whether this great metropolis shall 
“be permitted to conduct its own 
“affairs without dictation from 
“ Albany.” Will Mr. Hyan’s election 
repeal any laws now on the statute 
book? All this great fanfare about 
rapid transit and “ the traction inter- 
ests,” what does it amount to? We 
can have an intelligent Mayor who 
will deal with the transit situation 
reasonably, and constructively, or we 
can have an unintelligent Mayor who 
will simply fulminate and palaver and 
do nothing. In any case the commis- 
sion will remain the master of the 
situation. Mr. SmrrH’s second issue is 
almost worthy of his first.

RUSSIAN RELIEF. 


Professor Muixntukoyv, the famous 
leader of the Cadet Left and Minister 
of Foreign Affairs in the Russian Pro- 
visional. Government, and Mr. AvxK- 
SENTIEV, Minister of the Interior in the 
same Government and a chief of the 
Social Revolutionary Party, are wel- 
come in this country as the repre- 
sentatives of sane and moderate dem- 
ocratic ideas which, some time or 
other, being those of the majority of 
the Russian people, must get the bet- 
ter of the fanatical and cruel ab- 
solutism that has brought a mighty 
country to ruin. In a published state- 
ment they say that they ‘‘ want to 
‘* show the great American people that 
** Bolshevism has nothing in common 
‘* with democracy, just as our struggle 
** against Bolshevism has nothing in 
**common with reaction.” That is, 
perhaps, a superfluous task. The 
great majority of Americans are fully 
aware of the facts. To persuades the 
small number of radicals, practical-de- 
structive or merely sentimental, is 
probably beyond the highest persua- 
sive powers. 

While. there can be no doubt of the 
sympathy of most Americans with 
** the aspirations of the Russian peo- 
ple,’’ these distinguished visitors will

‘‘jion the viewpoint of the Russian 
‘* democracy regarding the problems 
‘‘of the Washington conference,’’ 
where legitimate Russian interests

** or as cannot be readily disposed of 
** for cash.’’ There are-considerable 
quantities of such supplies, of no use 
to the Government and actually cost- 
ing it large sums of money for storage. 

Here is an opportunity to save 
money and to save life. Congress 
should grant Secretary WeEeExs the 
requisite authority at once., 


THE SUBNORMAL STEEL TRADE. 


In 1921 and 1904 the earnings of the 
Steel Trust in the third quarter fell 
just below nineteen millions. Those 
were the two worst years in the indus- 
try, but they are alike in no other re- 
spect. _In 1904 our prostration was 
chiefly domestic, and more financial 
than econoniic.. Our present prestra- 
tion as reflected in'the iron and steel 
trade is part of a world-wide condi- 
tion, and our financial condition is as 
superlatively strong as.it was weak 
before the Federal Reserve ‘system 
made shortage of credit for the solvent 
and lack of currency for retail trade 
matters hardly needing consideration. 

In 19038 we consumed our iron and 
steel, but now we are at the climax 
of a cycle in which exports have re- 
duced our supply of the basic metal 
for our own uses, The country is 
underbuilt by more than:a_ million 
houses, and much of -the material 
which should or might have gone into 
them has been destroyed by war. Or- 
dinarily the iron and steel production 
is added to previous construction, but 
construction has been checked in all 
lines since 1914, and the country is 
short its large exports, as well as be- 
hind in its consumption. ‘The rail- 
ways are starved for ralls and equip- 
ment as much as renters are short of 
houses, and so of all departments of 
industry. 

This glance backward is necessary 
for estimation of the outlook, for his- 
tory is the basis of prophecy. History 
shews us that the irom and steel trade 
seldom has bad years in succession, 
and customarily has a series of good 
years. Unless all experience is to be 
reversed, the production of iron must 
increase, both in total and in per 
capita output. The world is as much 
underconstructed as ourselves, and the 
nations’ producticn will be needed for 
themselves rather than for competition 
with us in worle trade. The present 
depression is due to what may 
called oversaving, ov, as some put it, 
underconsumption. The excess saving 
is in superfluities, luxuries, and marks 
the climax of expenditure of that sort. 
The surest sign of the revival of de- 
mand for necessaries is the release of 
funds whenever it is thought that 
prices are ‘* right ’’; that is, in true 
relation to costs of production and to 
prices of other goods. 

The steel industry has been among 
the leaders in liquidation, both in 
prices and wages. It may be doubted 
that the prices of iron and steel can be 
reduced further, since they are already 
sold below cost of production by most 
producers, and since it is not desirable 
that the cost of production should be 
lowered by further reduction of wages. 
If demand for iron and steel could be 
increased by release of funds which 
usually go into construction, there 
could be a reduction of unit cost by 
increase of production and distribu- 
tion. So far as, experience goes, the 
prospect is for improvement in this 
basic industry. 
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MID-SEASON FOOTBALL. 


With November near, the football 
season is entering upon its most 
strenuous stage. In-New York and 
Boston it is still the fashion to dwell 
upon the performances and compare 
the merits of the Big Three, Prince- 
ton, Harvard and Yale, an order justi- 
fied by Princeton’s better game against 
the Blue a year ago; but nowadays, 
when the coaching of football squads 
has become a profession, it 'is an 
annual question whether the best of 
the Big Three is really supreme in 
skill and versatility, a potential cham- 
pion. The State of WILLIAM PENN is 
prolific in football players, and in con- 
sidering primacy on a speculative basis 
the prowess of Pennsylvania, Penn 
State, Pittsburgh and Washington and 
Jefferson always looms formidably. 
In comparatively recent years the 
South has made a respectable bid for 
fame. The Georgia School of Tech- 
nology of Atlanta always carries a 
chip on its shoulder and sounds the 
slogan, ‘‘ Seek no-further, for better 
can’t be found.’’ ‘Only Saturday ‘a 
week ago a sturdy band of punters 
and tacklers from the Georgia Uni- 
versity of Athens came uncomfortably 
close to humbling Harvard’s best at 
Cambridge. A goal from the field de- 
cided a hard-fought contest. From 
Danville, Ky., will come on Satur- 
day a delegation from Centre College 
to put Harvard on its mettle again. 
Adepts in the forward pass, the Ken- 
tuckians are always dangerous. Last 
year the youngsters from the Virginia 
Military Institute, who are not strong 
in numbers and have precious little 
time for practice, invaded Philadelphia 
and gave Pennsylvania an impressive

Ar- 
gentina, Chile and Brazil have caught 
the fever, and play a serief of cham- 
pionship rnatohes every year. The 
day may not be far off when North 
America will struggle with South 
America in a great stadium at Wash- 
ington or Buenos Aires.

It was made compulsory in the French 
Army last year. A French team ‘sub- 
dued a squad of crestfallen British 
warriors. 

It must be recognized that the in- 
terest of the New York public is 
always concentrated upon the football 
campaigns of the Big Three, Yale be- 
ing most in favor, with Princeton a 
good second. Cambridge is a long way 
off, ard formerly Harvard suffered 
from monotonous familiarity with de- 
feat. Mr. PERCY HAavuGHTON changed 
all that, and Harvard proficiency is 
now respected, if not admired, by the 
Yale and Princeton partisans. It 
seems to be the theory of the. football 
oracles hereabouts that because 
Princeton has been compelled to bow 
to the hardy annuals of Annapolis and 
to the horny-handed pupils of ALonzo 
Stracc of Chicago, erstwhile a pro- 
fessor of the art of punt and tackle at 
Yale, and because Harvard 
beat Georgia University

and could 
only earn a tie with Penn State, both 
may succumb to Yale in the Novem- 
ber. games.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Thomas W. Lamont, having come to 
Mexico to see for himself the commer- 
cial activities and the political stability 
of this republic, has, while here, con- 
ceived, in conjunction with several other 
Harvard graduates, the laudable plan of 
establishing a scholarship at Harvard 
University for Mexican youths. 
proposed scholarship will give preference 
to Mexican Indians,

peoples of the United States and Mexico 
closely together, and especially an edu- 
cational bond, is most praiseworthy. 
One can imagine with difficulty, how- 
ever, that the authorities of Harvard 
University will, without protest or 
amendment, acquiesée in the exclusion 
of Mexican white boys from the bene- 
fits of the prospective scholarship.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The bitter 
Democratic fight against the repeal of | 
the excess profits taxes ended with an ' 
anti-climax today when the Sefiate, | 
without a record vote, adopted the sec-| 
tion of the compromise tax bill provid- | 
ing for the repeal of the tax on Jan. 
1, 1922.

The Democrats gave the proposal solid | 
support, and Senators Johnson of Cali- 
fornia, La Follette of Wisconsin, Ken- 
yon of Iowa, Norbeck of South Dakota 
and Norris of Nebraska, Republicans, 
joined them. 

Mr. Reed . immediately offered an 
amendment providing for a 20 per cent. | 
tax on net frncomes in excess ef 50 per; 
cent. on invested capital. This was 
voted down, 33 to 42. On this amend-! 
ment Senators Borah, Capper, Johnson, | 
Kenyon, McNary, Norbeck and Norris, 
Republicans, voted ‘ Aye.’ Senatoz 
Glass of Virginia was the only Demcérat | 
to oppose it. As Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in the Wilson Administration, Mr. 
Glass urged the repeal of the excess 
profits tax.

Prof. Kemmerer on Cost of War. 


Thomas C. McEachin Jr., of Jackson- 


ville, Fla., a member of the class of 
1922 at Princeton, and Chairman of the 
Princeton Senior Council Committee on 
the Conference, presided at today’s ses- 
gion.

Mme. Ney’s Piano Recital. 


Mme. Elly Ney gave her second plano 
recital last evening in Carnegie Hall 
holding the attention of a considerable 
audience by an interesting program that 
went outside the beaten track. Mme. 
Ney discloses very considerable charm 
in much that she attempts; perhaps she 
is less well equipped to show the larger 
significance that belongs to Brahms’s F 
minor sonata, with which she began, in 
which the first and last movements were 
not built up with a wholly satisfying 
sense of their breadth and their, points 
of climax. 

A group of short pieces {including 
Brahms’s own arrangement for piano 
solo of his four-hand wal!tzes, Op, 39; 
four of Schubert’s short and poetic 
pieces and Tausig’'s arrangement of his 
four-hand ‘‘ Marche Militaire’’ dis- 
played Mme. Ney’s most ingratiating 
qualities. The ‘‘Impromptu” in F 
minor and the ‘‘ Moment Musical’’ in 
© sharp minor are never played by 
pianists in public, and Mme. Ney’s 
delicately brilliant and really poetically 
felt playing of them gave a new sensa- 
tion to hardened concert goers. After 
them she added a transcription of the 
song, ‘‘ Friihlingsglaube.” The third 
part of her program was devoted to 
Chopin’s twelve Etudes, Op. 25. 

Mme. Ney has a fluent and rippling 
touch, with the effect of transparent 
delicacy in music that requires {t. She 


did not last evening’ produce tonés of 
greater force and power than were 
pleasing to the ear or effective in the 
deve cerns of her’ climaxes. Her 
technique is / generally brilliant, but 
there are oc¢asional singular lacunae ;

A new star attained the 
firmament last night at the opening 
of the Lexington Avenue A. C.,, 
when Phil O’Dowd, Columbus bantam- 
weight, outpointed, outpunched and out- 
fought Joe Lynch, hard-hitting west 
side bantamweight, who formerly held 
the world's title, in their twelve- 
round bout. O'Dowd, exhibiting a 
startling amount of ring ability, car- 
ried off the verdict over Lynch after 
an exciting battle in which both boxers | 
fought with all the strength at their | 
command in an attempt for a knockout. 
Both were on the verge of pugilistic 
sleep on occasions as the bout pro- 
gressed, but spectacular rallies warded | 
off impending knockouts. | 


A crowd of about 3,000 attended the | 
new club’s opening show, When the de- | 
cision was announced the house cheered | 
thunderously in admiration of the new 
find. The verdict was eminently fair. | 
O'Dowd, unheralded and unsung, re- | 
garded by many as comparatively in- | 
ferior to the former champion, came and | 
conquered Lynch figuratively in the lat- | 
ter’s back yard. The result was one of | 
the most startling reverses suffered by 
a boxer of prominence in a local ring 
since the revival of boxing. By the | 
same token the victory of O’Dowd was | 
one of the most convincing registered 
in a bantamweight bout. There was 
absolutely no question of the Columbus | 
lad’s margin on points at the finish. 
O’Dowd entered the ring something of a 
mystery. Few if any knew anything 
about the visitor. He left the ring ad- 
vanced to the forefront of America’s 
bantamweight ranks, enjoying the sensa- 
tion of advancing from the obscurity of 

ugilism’s’ unknown quantity to the 
1¢ights associated with a victory over 
a former champion who still looms as 
one of the worid’s best. boxers. 

The fact that O’Dowd defeated Lynch 
Was surprising in itsclf, but it did not 
compare with the shock attendant upon | 
the method in which this triumph was! 
achieved. In six of the twelve rounds ! 
O’Dowd scored decisively, by -margins } 
as wide as the proverbial mile. The 
Columbus lad out eraled, outjabbed 
and outpunched his most prominent ri- 
val. Repeatedly O'Dowd, employing a 
left hand jab with jarring effect, or aj 
deftly delivered left hook, upset Lynch’s 
attack and had the former champion’s 
head jJolting backward as if it were gn 
hinges. Through the six rounds he won, 
the first, second, third, fourth, sixth and |} 
eleventh, O’Dowd boxed as if he was the } 
instructer and Lyrch the pupil. In the |

*“‘The Government has never had any 
trouble in finding men of character and 
ability to fill the office of 'Subtreasurer 
at New York at a salary, I under- 


stand, which was approximately one+ 
eighth or one-tenth of that now paid to 
the Governor of the New York Reserve 
Bank. Among Subtreasurers who gave 
their time, and some of them during 
very trying and critical periods, to that 
office was the Hon. Robert Bacon, 
subsequently Ambassador to France, 
and, more latterly, the Hon. Martin 
Vogel, who rendered conspicuous service 
in the office of Subtreasurer during 
the war, espectally in connection with 
the flotation of several issues of Liberty 
Bonds. 

“Numerous other names 
siven of men of abil{ty and national 
reputation who accepted the Subtreas- 
urership at New York for a mere frac- 
tion of the salaries pafd to numerous 
individual officers in the New York Re- 
sefve Bank. A comparison of the ex- 
pense account and salary scale of the’ 
Subtreasury with that of the New York 
Reserve Bank would be instructive. 

‘*It is a cold and naked fact that fif- 
teen of the thirty ‘ officers’ and pub- 
licity éxperts of thé New York bank 
are drawing from the treasury of the 
bank, annually, in salaries (90 per cent. 
of any reduction in those salaries would 
go into the Federal Tréastiry) more 
money than all of the ten. members of 
the Cabinet, all of the nine members 
of the Supreme Court, six United States 
Senators and ten Governors of States 
combined. 

“It is also true that the salaries of 
ten officers of the Néw York Reserve 
Bank agefegate more than $250,000 
while the total salaries of ten principal 
officers of the Bureau of the Controller 
of the Currency, charged, among other 
atities, With the supervision and ex- 
amination of 8,000 national banks, ag- 
gregate $36,900, 

“This seems to me to be a scandal 
and a shame, which cannot be cloaked, 
even by the sanction of George Foster 
Peabody, justly respected as you are.

Outside Conditions Too Unset- 
tled to Encourage Support— 
Net Loss 41 to 56 Points. 


Cotton broke half a cent yesterday, 
under reselling of speculative lines cov- 
ered earller in the week. Interest was 
centred in the trade attitude toward 
ginning figures. When it became evi- 
dent that the advance in prices acted 
as'a brake on mill buying, about 25,000 
bales were thrown back on the market. 
Outside conditions remained too un- 
settled to encourage active support and 
prices yielded under the weight of con- 
tracts. A weekly weather summary 
showing a larger outturn in the Caro- 
Iinas had an influence in some quarters. 
There were frequent reaciions, but final 
quotations showed a2 loss of 41 to 56 
points.

Ask Carload Rates on Rugs. 


The Traffic Committee of the Natfonal 
Wholesale Floot Covering Association 
hes requested a carioad rating on rugs 
in official Southérn and Western classi- 
fication territories.

25 to 150 per cent. higher than the rates 
applied on cotton piece goods, It ia | 
explained, moreover, that a carload rate 
would enable the wholesaler to buy | 
months in advance inetead of from hand | 
to mouth a& he is doing. With respect | 
to this contention, thé statement is made 
that the manufacturer {!s out in the field | 
the same as the jobber, taking orders | 
for rugs. The orders he takes from the | 
people he calls on are to be delivered at 
a higher price than the same rugs when 
sold to the jobber. The difference, of 
course, is the jobber’s profit. Since it 
is very narrow, he cannot afford at the 
present time to buy very heavily, but, 
a real difference between the carload 
and the less than carload rates would 
natirally change this situation and en- 
courage advance business by the jobber.

in Six Years, Marine Officer 
Tells Committee. 


FORCED WORK ON ROADS 


Witness. Heard of Order.to “‘ Bump 
Off the Cacos ’’—Denies Pris- 
oners Were Killed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. °26.—Since the 
American occupation of Haiti, about six 
years ago, 2,500 natives Lave been killed 
‘in action,’’ Major T. C. Turner of the 
Marine Corps estimated today in testi- 
mony at a hearing of the special Senate 
éommittee investigating conditions- in 
Haiti. Of that number, he added, 1,732 
were killed between Oct. 1, 1919, and 
Oct. 1, 1920. Pods 

Major Turner reviewed many feathres 
of the report which he made of alleged 
killings and brutal,treatment of the na- 
tives to the commandant of the marine 
forces in Haiti two years ago. He ex- 
plained that Le had devoted two months 
in the. Fall of .1919 to the inquiry on 
which the report was based, and that his 
instructions had required him ‘‘ to get to 
the bottom ”’ of the situation. ; 

Althougt: he had made the investiga- 
tion as sweeping as possible, he said, 
he could find no evidence of the. killing 
of natives held as prisoners by the 
Americans. . 

‘* While I heard rumors o/ murders of 


prisoners,’’ he said, ‘‘ no one was found }- 


who under oath would give testimony of 
such outrages. That trere were killings 
was undoubtedly true and many of them 
can be directly traced to Major Ctark H. 
Wells (a marine officer), but these were 
not prisoners, but were natives trying 
to escape from the corvee, or enforced 
road: work.’’ 

Major Turner said that non *commis- 
sioned officers of the marines, whe acted 
as officers of the gendarmes, were re- 
ported to have received instructions from 
Major Wells ‘‘to bump off the Cacos,”’ 
who were regarded as bandits. 

In reply to a question the Major stated 
that he was of the opinion that there 

were executions of natives without 
trial. He denied that evidence could 
be found that prisoners were roughly 
handled. 

When asked for his opinion of the 
report that Captain Ernest Lavoie of the 
marines had takén from fifteen to nine- 
teen natives toa cemete and ordered 
their execution by machine guns, the 
Major replied that. he ‘‘ believed that 
may have happened.’”’ He added that 
Captain Lavoie had denied the killing. 

Airplanes’ were used by the marines 
in seouting, Major Turner said, and 
bombs were carried as well as machine 
guns._ The natives gathered in such 
small groups, however, that bombing 
was not effective. . 

A report by Lieut. Col.. Hooker, of the 
Marine Corps, to Brig. Gen. A. W. Cat- 
lin, at. one time {in command of the 
forces of occupation, on conditions in 
Haiti, which has been held in the confi- 
dential files of the Navy Department, 


-| Was submitted to the committee today. 


It was made in January, 1919, and in it 
Colonel Hooker stated, that the ‘“‘ gen- 
darmes used the natives so brutally that 
many had joined the bandits ”’ and that 
Lieutenant. B. D..Williams, a: Sergeant 
of Marines, ‘‘ admitted that he had 
killed several persons when they had at- 
tempted to escape.’’ He said also that 
Captain Lavoie had admitted that six 
persons had been shot. 

Colonel Hooker’s report was offered 
in support of Major Turner’s statement | 
that the natives were forcibly held in} 
servitude for work on the roads for} 
months, and that conditions became so 
bad that an order was issued prohibiting 
forced labor. This, however, did not 
break up the practice, it was said. 

Major Turner read a letter written to 
Colonel John H. Russell, Marine Corps 
Commander in Haiti, in 1919, in which | 
he said ‘‘that inhabitants were being 
maltreated and killed.”

Bankers Trust Company Files Pe- 
tition Against Colorado Line. 


\ Special to The New York Times. 
; DENVER, Oct. 26.—The junk pile 
looms forthe Moffat foad unless com- 
mercial organizations and public-spirited 
citizens rush to its ‘rescue. 

The Bankers Trust Company of New 
York, Trustee for the bondholders, has 
petitioned District Judge Samuel W. 
Johnson of Brighton, Col., to shut down 
the road at. ance unless operating ex- 
penses are reduced to ‘‘a basis ade- 
quately remunerative for the proper con- 
servation and upbuilding of the prop- 


erty. 

The petition of the Bankers Trust 
Company is considered a preliminary 
step toward pressing a pending fore- 
closure suit for the sale of the road. 

It is alleged by .the trust ‘company 
that the Moffat road, as a result of 
operations while under Government con- 
trol, owes the United States a million 
or more in-excess. of what the Govern- 
ment owes the road.

CALLS LEGISLATORS UNFIT. 


Prof. Johnson Says Not 50 Per Cent. 
Have Common School Education. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 26.—Pro- 
fessor Allen Johnson of Yale opened 
this morning’s session of the school. of 
citizenship’ of the ‘Connecticut League 
of Women Voters here with a talk on 
‘** Our Legislators; Who They Are and 
What They Do.’’ Professor. Johnson 


gave figures that startled his audience 
ot new voters, concerning the make-up 
of the average State Legislature. 
“Studies of State Legislatures,’’ he 
said, ‘‘show that on the average only 
1 per cent. of our representatives have 
had a college, education, and, what Is 
worse, not 50 per cent. have enjoyed 
a full common school education. Farm- 
ers constitute one-third of our State 
Legislature; lawyers one-fourth and 
business men a fifth. Less than half 
have been in contact with the conditions 
which must be their chief concern in 


lawmaking. 

‘““Measured by the size of their re- 
sponsibilities, our Legislatures do not 
seem equal to their task.”’ 

Professor James Toumey declared that
